cream, 
made without milk, cream or sugar 
to comply with government regula­ 
tions, has been all the rage this 
summer at the soda fountains of Lon­ 
don. The recipe was conceived by an 
American, Charles H. 
Boeglin, 
of 
New York City, soon after the Brit­ 
ish government prohibited early this 
year the use of milk products or su­ 
gar in the manufacture of ice cream. 
Here’s the wa y the mock fee cream 
is made: For a gallon of the Ice, two 
pounds of glucose or four pounds of 
honey. If honey is used it should be 
boiled down in a quart of water, and 
before being poured into the freeler 
should be allowed to cool for three 
or four minutes. Then add the white 
of one egg and any flavor desired, and 
freeze. Fresh fruit adds considerably 
to the flavor of the ice which really 
tastes like ice cream. 
In London, where even in summer 
eggs have fees worth 
about 
ten 
cents each, the ice manufacturers use 
the powdered egg albumen instead 
bf eggs.

The attorney general la s ©pinion­ 
ed the twenty-seven per cent law 
out of existence. He has ruled that 
the statute requiring a party to poll 
twenty-seven per cent of its strength 
in primary elections is unconstitu­ 
tional, and as no one objects to his 
ruling the law goes Into the statu­ 
tory discard. But what about the pre­ 
cedent established. 
If the attorney 
general can annul one law by an ex 
parte opinion, it follows that he can 
annul any law. He can annul, or at 
least suspend, the mandatory primary 
law. 
He can hold our quadrennial 
election law 
unconstitutional 
and 
keep men in office indefinitely. There 
is no clearly defined limit to the mis­ 
chief he might do under the preced­ 
ent he has established.

here. Heretofore Iceland has been a 
dependency of the Danish crown but 
the island had Its own constitution 
and legislature. 
The head of the 
Icelandic administration has been a 
minister appointed by the King of 
Denmark. 
The new agreement which is in­ 
tended to become effective December 
I, provides that Denmark shall ac­ 
knowledge Iceland as a sovereign 
state but it stipulates also that the 
two countries shall' continue to be 
“bound together by common ties of 
kingship,** 
indicating 
that 
King 
Christian X, of Denmark* will con­ 
tinue to be King also of Iceland. 
The Icelandic parliament had de­ 
manded a separate flag hut this Is 
not included in the agreement. Den­ 
mark agrees to notify the powers 
that Iceland is neutral in the w ar.. 
Denmark la to establish a fund oft, 
about $600,000 to develop intellect­ 
ual relations between the two coun­ 
tries and to encourage exploration 
and scientific work in Iceland. The 
fund is to be divided between the 
Copenhagen and Reykjavik Univer­ 
sities and is to be administered by 
the King after consultation with the 
governments of the two countries 
and with both universities. 
It is provided that the provisions 
of tho now agreement may be revis­ 
ed, at the request of either country, 
after tho year 1940. Whether the 
agreement has been ratified by the 
Danish and Icelandic parliament is 
not announced here.

How^&re you this fine sunny day? 
I am feeling fine. Our regiment has 
just moved back a little way behind 
the front lines for at rest and we are 
having a real good time. I have an 
old farm house of 3 rooms—one for 
myself, one for my sergeant and or­ 
derly and the other for dispensory. I 
have a * real bed and that is some 
treat. 
There is not much sickness now. 
I hold sick call at I o’clock every 
day and it only takes shoat one hour 
to finish that, so we have lots of 
time on our hands. 
We also have aa officers* mess go­ 
ing which is a great relief from bul­ 
ly beef hash and hard tack—had a 
real dinner today; wish you could 
have been with us—had good steak 
gravy and biscuits—not the kind you 
make but pretty good ones, butter, 
jam, creamed peas, 
and 
potatoes. 
Don’t sound bad does it? And best 
of all in the line of eats is we get 
some oil and vinegar this p. rn. and 
we axe going to have some real let­ 
tuce salad for supper. 
Come over 
won't you? 
I saw a real woman 
today the 
first one since coming to the front 
and it was the first woman some of 
the boys have seen for almost three 
months. I noticed today some of the 
civilians are coming back and it is 
a very sad plight they're In. Their 
homes are blown to pieces and de­ 
stroyed by the infernal Hun, we are 
now in territory occupied by the Ger­ 
mans for a while, not a chicken, pig 
or animal of any description left. 
their crops destroyed and vineyards 
ruined. God forbid that our own na­ 
tive land should ever starer as France 
is suffering now. 
Doubtless Frits, as the Germans 
are called, baa reallied long ere this 
that the Americans are the worst

Starting from Akron, O., the run to 
New York was made lh exactly 47 
hours* elapsed time, and Boston porn- 
mon was reached hr 61 hours. A fast 
cdfmnlssary truck speeds ahead and 
prepares the meals, flagging the motor­ 
truck train as it comes up the road. 
The four large tricks are provided 
with sleeping accommodations for the 
50 scouts and the 21 others In the 
party, and no stops are made, the 
hanks being made up at nightfall and 
the scouts getting all their sleet on 
the road. 
The return trip from Boston was 
made more slowly, the scouts being 
given a chance to see all the objects 
of interest sad to give the public a 
demonstration in scouting. At Wash­ 
ington they had an appointment at the 
White House, when President Wilson, 
who Is the honorary president of the 
oiganizatlon, talked to them. 
There are 1,500 Boy Scouts of Amer­ 
ica in Akron, In 65 troops, and each 
year the 50 leading scouts are giyea 
an outing by P. W. Litchfield, presi­ 
dent of the Akron scout council. Last 
year the boys were taken to Michigan, 
and this year the objective of the trip 
was Mr. Litchfield's summer home at 
Green Harbor near Boston.

SENATE ADOPTS WAR

prohibition, 
effective

The compromise^ an amendment by 
Senator Sheppard of Texas, prohibi­ 
tion lender, to the $11,006,060 emerg 
ency agricultural appropriation bill 
is expected to remain In the measure 
nuder the harmony agreement

“wet” and “dry” factions although 
technically subject to another vote. 
Passage of the bill itself is planned 
tomorrow and the measure will b t 
returned to the house where it is 
expected by prohibition advocates to 
accept the senate proposition.
